“Northern Whig’’ of Belfast, member 
of the Imperial House of Commons 
and a member of the.

tivities. 

Among the stars now enrolled In 
the school are Guy Winkjer, formerly 
of the Naval Academy. Winkjer 
swam the breast and crawl strokes 
for four years on the Academy team, 
and for three years was placed with 
the All Americans. He captained 
the Navy team one year. 

Lieutenant W. G. Farrell, U. S. M. 
C., who while swimming under the 
colors of the Washington Canoe Club 
last summer, came within a few sec- 
onds of breaking the world’s record 
for the 440 yard breast stroke, is 
also in school. Farrell’s perfoTm- 
ance may be considered even more 
striking, when it is considered that 
while the record was set in a twenty 
Vard pool, where the turns make the 
course faster, his swim was over a 
straightaway. Lt. Farrell is alBo 
South Atlantic back stroke cham- 
pion.

Hay Edmbnston, who last year at 
Central High School made such an 
enviable record that hp was given 
first place on, the All American 
scholastic team, swimmers from Kan-
